QUAKER CITY WIU BE ~“ 
SCENE OF TRUST FIGHT 


Washington, June 25. — Important 
measures extending Federal regulation 
and control have been enacted at the 
first session of the Fifty-Ninth Con- 
| Kress, now rapidly drawing to a close. 
The railroad rate and the meat inspec­ 
tion bills will soon become laws and be­ 
fore adjournment of Congress both 
houses will have passed pure food bills 
which, though dissimilar in terms, are 
both based on the same principle of 
Federal control. 
It is the present in­ 
tention to try to adjust these differen­ 
ces before adjournment. 
There has been no marked division on 
party lines in effecting the above re­ 
sults, the differences being only as to 
ways and means rather than as to pol- 
1 icy. 
Besides branching off into this new 
field of legislative endeavor, the present 
session of Congress has made itself im­ 
portant in other ways. 
It has added 
one and perhaps two new states to the 


Union, and by so doing has disposed of 
four Territories. 
Great results to the 
people are expected from the removal 
of tax on denatured alcohol, and if pre­ 
dictions are fulfilled heat, light and 
power are to be supplied by alcohol 
made from the com fields of the coun­ 
try, from sugar beets and sugar cane, 
from potatoes, fruits and other vegeta­ 
tion. 
A large number of bills were intro­ 
duced in the two houses. 
The calendar 
records that the number has reached 
near 20,000, 500 more than were intro­ 
duced during the entire three sessions 
of the last Congress. 
It is interesting to note that with all 
the strenuous exertions of an appropri­ 
ations committee in the House with the 
new chairman, Representative Tawney, 
it has been impossible to hold the ap- 
propriotions down to much less than 
$900,000,000, although “economy” was 
the watchword from the start.

be made is that of conspiracy. 


TWO ORDON DOLLAR 
CONGRESS IS PROBABLE 


Washington, June 25.—An analysis 
of the foreign commerce of the United 
States contained in a bulletin issued by 
the Department of Commerce and La­ 
bor says that in the fiscal year 1905, 48 
per cent of the imports into the United 
States was drawn from Europe, 20 per 
cent from North America, 13 per cent 
from South America, 14 per cent from 
Asia, 26 per cent from Oceania and I 
per cent from Africa. 
Of the exports from the United States 
in the same year 67 per cent went to 
Europe, 17 per cent to North America, 
4 per cent to South America, 8 per cent 
to Asia, 2 per cent to Oceania and I per 
cent to Africa. 
A comparison with the figures of ear­ 
lier years shows a gradual decline in the 
share of our imports supplied by Eu­ 
rope and in the share which Europe 
takes of our exports. 
Imports from 
Europe have grown 
from $384,000,000 in 1895 to $541,000,000 


in 1905; from North America from $134, 
000,000 in 1895 to $112,000,000 to $151,- 
000,000, but, the bulletin adds, in 1906 
they will fall about $14,000,000 below 
those of 1905, chiefly on account of a 
reduction in the quantity of coffee and 
India rubber imported. 
From Asia the 
imports have grown from $78,000,000 in 
1895 to $162,000,000 in 1905. 
Exports to Europe have grown from 
$628,000,000 in 1895 to $1,021,000,000 in 
1905; to North America $108,000,000 to 
$260,500,000, to South America $33,500,- 
000 to $57,000,000 and to Asia from $17*- 
350,000 to $18,500,000. 
The sections in which exports the 
United States makes are, the bulletin 
says, within the tropics. Countries hav- 
ing a tropical or subtropical climate im­ 
ported in the last year about $700,000,- 
000 worth of merchandise and took but 
$200,000,000 of that amount from the 
United States, against $470,000,000 from 
the United Kingdom.

At the tender age of seven. Skinny 
as sent to the Catholic protectory in 
W estchester for tapping the till in a 
bakery.

Skinny was barely 21 when he tripped 
np a detective 
who was 
chasing 
a 
pickpocket. The detective blackened 
his eyes and punched his nose out of 
Joint, and three days later Skinny at 
tacked him in the street with a knife. 
At first it was thought the detective 
would recover, and Skinny, pleading 
guilty to felonious assault, got off vfitn 
a sentence to four years in Sing Sing. 
Soon after he ‘went up” 
his 
victim 
died; but Skinny could not now be 
prosecuted for murder, and so he es­ 
caped the gallows. 
After that the police hounded him 
more than ever. 
Once six detectives 
got him in a cell at police headquar­ 
ters and pounded him within an inch 
of his life; then he was sent back to 
Sing Sing on a trumped-up charge of 
grand larceny. 
During that term he 
spent two weeks in the “cooler,” or 
dark cell, for cursing the keeper, and 
that is how he developed his lumbago. 
W hatever may be said about Sing 
Sing to-day, its conditions at that time 
certainly were not conducive to the de 
\elopment of athletes, neither was it 
ja place where men were likely to be 
filled with the joy of living. 
S k in ry j 
lumbago steadily grew worse; his sul­ 
len stoicism began to yield; and it was 
in the spring of 1896 that he, with two 
>ears more to serve, and no prospec* 
beyond that but more hounding by the 
police, finally gave way to the despair 
that was gripping his soul and began 
to hoard his morphine 
tablets. 
The 


“My God! but she must be all right!* 
From out their hiding place he drew 
the tablets—he had 
20 now—ground 
them up with the heel of his shoe, and 
blew the dust out into the corridor. 
The struggle had lasted five months. 
It was in the latter part of Octooer 
that Skinny applied to the chaplain 
for permission to write an extia let­ 
ter. 
“To whom are you going to write?” 
he was asked. 
“Mrs. Boot’,” he answered. 
Never a man awaited with more eag­ 
erness a reply to a letter. Days passed 
without its being received, and Skinny 
began to regret what he 
had 
done. 
Then one memorable day he received 
this: 
"34 Union Square, New York City, 
November 6, 1896. 
My Dear Friend: I was very glad to 
get your letter of the 27th. 
I should 
have answered it sooner, only I am 
sure you will understand how busy I 
have been since I have come home. 
I am very glad that you have w rit­ 
ten me so freely. I thoroughly believe 
all that you say, and I want to assure 
you that I, for one, think that there is 
hope for you, and I will gladly do ail I 
can to help and encourage you. I think 
there is every reason why you should 
be cheered to go on and do better, 
while you are even in prison as well 
as when you come out of it. 
I am determined that those who are 
trying to lead straight, honest lives 
shall have a chance, never mind how 
many terms there are back of them. 
“I 
am 
particularly 
interested 
in 
those who never had a chance; so you 
can remember now that you have al 
least one friend who will stand by you 
and help you while you prove yourself 
thoroughly sincere and earnest. 
“ I will gladly send you the 
Volun­ 
teers’ Gazette, and I hope that its pages 
may be a cheer and inspiration to you. 
"Now I pray that the dear Lord may 
fill your heart with hope, and enable 
you to begin to lead a new life right 
there in Sing Sing. 
“Believe me, your friend to help you, 
"MAUD B. BOOTH.” 
Skinny read the letter in a kind ot 
stupor. 
One sentence, however, 
had 
burned 
itself into his brain. 
It had 
been underscored. 
“I thoroughly be­ 
lieve all that you say.” 
There was a 
good woman in the world that believed 
in him! 
To make sure he was not mis­ 
taken he again read the letter.

he was

third time he read it.

In the 
body of the chapel sat the 700 men in 
stripes, their faces shaven, their hair 
closely cropped, most of them debased, 
vicious, vile; 
while about them hov­ 
ered their armed and vigilant keepers. 
On the platform stood all alone

voice and the gracious presence. 
She did not preach a sermon. 
As a 
woman speaking unto men, she sim­ 
ply tried to make them take the com- 
mon-sense view of the suffering en­ 
gendered by sin, and the happiness

wished to start anew when he got out 
of prison, and would come to her, she 
would see he got a chance. Then she 
asked all that were desirous of turn­ 
ing over a new leaf to stand up. 
Summer came and went, with Skinny 
still nervously fingering his morphine 
tablets. Constantly he brooded over

that 
called 
convicts her friends and boys. 
W’ay, 
she spoke of them and addressed them 
as if there really was something good 
In them! 
On his bed of pain he tried 
to picture what she looked like.

Since November, iS39, Skinny has 
been in the employ of a leading manu­ 
facturer of New York city who is in­ 
terested in Mrs. Booth’s prison 
work. 
^ When he started out on his new iite. 
Skinny had* to prove his mettle. 
Ju t ii 
he regained his strength he collected 
donations with a horse and wagon foi 
Hope Hall, where Mrs. Booth’s “boys” 
live while they recover from the effects 
of 
their 
imprisonment. 
Beginning 
work for the manufacturer, he had a 
hard time. 
Sometimes he made only 
$3.50 a week, and never more than five 
dollars. 
Then he received the job of run­ 
ning the elevator at a regular sal­ 
ary of $10 a week, with the privilege 
of lodging in a room in the factory. 
Skinny was rich now. In a little more 
than a year he had $300 in the savings 
bank. And what do you think he did 
with it? Every cent he turned over to 
a friend who had a large family and 
was out of work. He missed the mon­ 
ey, too; for there was a girl 
in the 
factory about whom he was entertain­ 
ing serious thoughts. 
The romance was brought to a crisis 
when Skinny got his foot crushed in 
the elevator. The foot had to be turned 
all night, and the girl 
insisted upon 
acting as nurse.

I've got a good 
wife who knows how to keep house 
and two fine kids, and $125 in the bank.

Washington, June 25. — Important 


measures extending Federal regulation 
and control have been enacted at the 
first session of the Fifty-Ninth Con- 
gress, now rapidly drawing to a close. 
The railroad rate and the meat inspec- 
tion bills will soon become laws and be- 
fore adjournment of Congress both 
houses will have passed pure food bills 
which, though dissimilar in terms, are 
both based on the same principle of 
Federal control. It is the present in- 
tention to try to adjust these differen- 
ces before adjournment. 


There has been no marked division on 


party lines in effecting the above re- 
sults, the differences being only as to 
ways and means rather than as to pol- 
icy. 


Besides branching off into this new 


field of legislative endeavor, the present 
session of Congress has made itself im- 
portant in other ways. It has added 
one and perhaps two new states to the 


Union, and by so doing has disposed of 
four Territories. 
Great results to the 


people are expected from the removal 
of tax on denatured alcohol, and if pre- 
dictions are fulfilled heat, light and 
power are to be supplied by alcohol 
made from the corn fields of the coun- 
try, from sugar beets and sugar cane, 
from potatoes, fruits and other vegeta- 
tion. 


A large number of bills were intro- 


duced in the two houses. The calendar 
records that the number has reached 
near 20,000, 500 more than were intro- 
duced during the entire three sessions 
of the last Congress. 


It is interesting to note that with all 


the strenuous exertions of an appropri- 
ations committee in the House with the 
new chairman, Representative Tawney, 
it has been impossible to hold the ap- 
propriotions down to much less than 
$900,000,000, although "economy" was 
the watchword from the start.

Washington, June 26.—An analysis 


of the foreign commerce of the Unitec 
States contained in a bulletin issued by 
the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor says that in the fiscal year 1905, 48 
per cent of the imports into the United 
States was drawn from Europe, 20 per 
cent from North America, 13 per cent 
from South America, 14 per cent from 
Asia, 26 per cent from Oceania and 
per cent from Africa. 


Of the exports from the United States 


in the same year 67 per cent went to 
Europe, 17 per cent to North America, 
4 per cent to South America, 8 per cent 
to Asia, 2 per cent to Oceania andl per 
cent to Africa.. 


A comparison with theflgures of ear* 


lier yearatahows a gradual decline in the 
share of our imports supplied by Eu*- 
rope and in the share which Europe 
takes of our exports. 


Imports from Europe have grown 


from 1384,000,000 in 1895 to $641,000,000 


in 1905; from North America from $134, 
000,000 in 1895 to $112,000,000 to $151,- 
000,000, but, the bulletin adds, in 1906 
they will fall about $14,000,000 below 
those of 1905, chiefly on account of a 
reduction in the quantity of coffee and 
India rubber imported. Prom Asia the 
imports have grown from $78,000,000 -in 
1895 to $162,000,000 in 1905. 


Exports to Europe have grown from 


$628,000,000 in 1895 to $1,021,000,000 in 
1905; to North America $108,000,000 to 
$260,500,000, to South America $33,600,- 
000 to $57,000,000 and to Asia from $17,- 
350,000 to $18,500,000. 


The sections in which exports the 


United States makes are, the bulletin 
says, within the tropics. Countries hav- 
ing a tropical or subtropical climate im- 
rorted in the last year about $700,000,- 
•00 worth of merchandise and'took but 
i200,000,000 of that amount from the 
United States, against$470,000,000 from 
the United Kingdom.

"I will gladly send you the Volun- 


teers' Gazette, and I hope that Its pages 
may be a cheer and inspiration to you. 


"Now I pray that the dear Lord may 


fill your heart with hope, and enable 
you to -jegin to lead a new life right 
there in Sing Sing. 


"Believe me, your friend to help you,

BUSY SESSION OF CONGRESS 


DRAWING TO A CLOSE 


Washington, June 25. — Important 


measures extending Federal regulation 
and control have been enacted at the 
first session of the Fifty-Ninth Con- 
gress, now rapidly drawing to a close. 
The railroad rate and the meat inspec- 
tion bills will soon become laws and be- 
fore adjournment of Congress both 
houses will have passed pure food bills 
which, though dissimilar in terms, are 
both baaed on the same principle of 
Federal control. It is the present in- 
tention to try to adjust these differen- 
ces before adjournment. 


There has been no marked division on 


party lines in effecting the above re- 
sults, the differences being only as to 
ways and means rather than as to pol- 
icy. 


Besides branching off into this new 


field of legislative endeavor, the present 
session of Congress has made itself im- 
portant in other ways. It has added 
one and perhaps two new states to the 


Union, and by so doing has disposed of 
four Territories. 
Great results to the 


people are expected from the removal 
of tax on denatured alcohol, and if pre- 
dictions are fulfilled heat, light and 
power are to be supplied by alcohol 
made from the corn fields of the coun- 
try, from sugar beets and sugar cane, 
from potatoes, fruits and other vegeta- 
tion. 


A large number of bills were intro- 


duced in the two houses. The calendar 
records that the number has reached 
near 20,000, 500 more than were intro- 
duced during the entire three sessions 
of the last Congress. 


It is interesting to note that with all 


the strenuous exertions of an appropri 
ations committee in the House with th 
new chairman, Representative Tawney 
it has been impossible to hold the ap 
propriotions down to much less thar 
f900,000,000, although "economy" was 
the watchword from the start.

bor says that in the fiscal year 1905, 48 
per cent of the imports into the United 
States was drawn from Europe, 20 per 
cent from North America, 13 per cent 
from South America, 14 per cent from 
Asia, 26 per cent from Oceania and 1 
per cent from Africa. 


Of the exports from the United States 


in the same year 67 per cent went to 
Europe, 17 per cent to North America, 
4 per cent to South America, 8 per cent 
to Asia, 2 per cent to Oceania andl per 
cent to Africa..

Once six detectives 
got him in a cell at police headquar 
ters and pounded bim within an luct 
of bis life; then he was sent back to 
Sing Sing on a trumped-up charge of 
grand larceny. During that term be 
spent two weeks in the "cooler," or 
dark cell, for cursing the keeper, and 
that is how he developed his lumbago 


Whatever may be said about cjing 


Sing to-day, its conditions at that lime 
certainly were not conducive to the de- 
velopment of athletes, neither was it 
la place where men were likely to be 
filled with the joy of living. Skiniyj 
lumbago steadily grew worse; his sul- 
len stoicism began to yield, and it wa, 
in the spring of 1896 that he. with iwo 
years more to serve, and no prospec* 
beyond that but more hounding by the 
police, finally gave way to the despair 
that was gripping his soul and began 
to hoard his morphfce tablets.

prison physician gave him now r.nd 
then a little morphine to relieve bis 
Bufferings.

his little flat pills—"ten, twelve, four- 
teen—sixteen." Only four more, and 
he would have ready to hand an easy 
escape from his sufferings. 


On tbat very day a new era dawncl 


for Sing Sing. Mrs. Maud Ballinglon 
Booth came there to begin the work 
of the Volunteer Prison League, bhe 
had <* theory that if convicts were 
treated, not as wild animals, but as 
human beings, they would respond; 
that what was needed In the case of 
the great majority of confirmed crimi- 
nals was a little sympathy and love 
Her ideas amused the prison officials; 
but. believing she had only to test her 
theory to be convinced of its imprac- 
ticability, they agreed that the 70C 
prisoners should be assembled in the 
chapel on Sunday, May 24,1896. to beai 
her talk. 


The scene was a strange one. In the 


body of the chapel sat the 700 men In 
stripes, their faces shaven, their hair 
closely cropped, most of them debased, 
vicious, vile; while about them hov- 
ered their armed and vigilant keepers. 
On the platform stood all alone the 
winsome little woman with the sweei 
voice, and the gracious presence. 


She did not preach a sermon. As a 


woman speaking unto men, she sim- 
ply tried to make them take the com- 
mon-sense view of the suffering en- 
gendered by sin, and the happiness 
that comes from right living, and she 
promised that if any man present 
wished to start anew when be got out 
of prison, and would come to ber, she 
would see he got a chance. Then she 
asked all tbat were desirous of turn- 
Ing over a new leaf to stand up. 


Summer came and went, with Skinny 


still nervously fingering his morphine 
tablets. Constantly he brooded over 
the remarkable 
woman that called 


convicts h«r friends and boys. way. 
she spoke of them and addressed them 
as if there really was something good 
In them! On his bed of pain be tried 
to picture what she looked like. One 
Bight he cried out: 


"My God! but she must be all right!' 
From out their hiding place he drew 


the tablets—be bad 20 now—ground 
them up with the heel of his shoe, and 
blew the dust out into the corridor. 


The struggle had lasted flve months. 


It was in the latter part of Octooer 
tbat Skinny applied to the chaplain 
for permission to write an extra tet- 
ter.

1 think 
there is every reason why you should 
be cheered to go on and do better, 
while you are even in prison as well 
as when you come out of it. 


"I am determined that those who are 


trying to lead straight, honeat lives 
shall have a chance, never mind how 
many terms there are back of them. 


"I am particularly interested in 


those who never had a chance; so you 
can remember now that you have at 
least one friend who will stand by you 
and help you while you prove yourself 
thoroughly sincere and earnest. 


"1 will gladly send you the Volun- 


teers' Gazette, and I hope that its pages 
may be a cheer and Inspiration to you. 


"Now I pray that the dear Lord may 


fill your heart with hope, and enable 
you to "jegin to lead a new life right 
there in Sing Sing. 


"Believe me, your friend to help you, 


"MAUD B. BOOTH." 


Skinny read the letter in a kind ol 


stupor. One sentence, however, had 
burned itself into his brain. It had 
been underscored. "I thoroughly be- 
lieve all that you say." There was a 
good woman in the world that believed 
in him! To make sure he was not mis- 
taken he again read the letter. Still 


was not convinced, and for the 


third time he read it. 


Slowly its purport dawned on his 


consciousness. He had a friend in a
